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PROFILE : 

CHRISTIAN  IV  OF  DENMARK,  1588-1648. 

In  1588  Frederik  II,  King  of  Denmark  and  Norway,  died,  leaving  the  two 
kingdoms  to  his  1 1  year  old  son  Christian,  who  as  Christian  IV  was  destined  to  reign 
for  60  years. 

During  the  minority  of  the  king,  until  1596,  the  affairs  of  state  were  carried  out 
by  various  people  such  as  the  Chancellor  Nils  Kaas.  The  Danish  court  of  that  time 
had  the  reputation  of  being  one  of  the  most  magnificent  and  gayest  in  Europe;  this 
can  perhaps  be  put  down  as  the  reason  why  Christian  IV’s  morals  were  no  better 
than  they  were.  After  the  death  of  his  wife,  Anne  Catherine  of  Brandenburg,  by 
whom  he  had  six  children,  the  king  lived  for  a  while  with  the  beautiful  Kirsten 
Munk,  who  bore  him  twelve  children,  and  who  he  eventually  married.  I  wenty 
years  later  the  new  queen  was  involved  in  a  scandulous  intrigue  and  as  a  result  was 
banned  from  the  court.  The  king,  who  was  only  42  at  the  time,  soon  afterwards 
openly  acknowledged  one  of  his  maids  as  his  mistress,  and  this  new  relationship  was 
again  blessed  with  many  children.  Later  all  the  king’s  legitimate  and  illegitimate 
children  were  to  fight  each  other  and  their  intrigues  played  a  major  part  in  Denmark  s 
history  during  the  second  part  of  the  17th  century. 

Yet,  besides  his  romantic  adventures,  Christian  IV  achieved  many  great  things 
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and  established  Denmark  as  one  of  the  most  advanced  countries  in  Europe.  He 
was  a  highly  educated  man,  spoke  5  languages  and  took  a  great  interest  in  schools. 
He  reorganised  the  army  and  enlarged  his  navy  to  66  vessels,  making  it  one  of  the 
largest  of  the  time.  He  then  carried  out  numerous  domestic  reforms  and  built  many 
cities,  most  of  which  were  named  after  him.  He  also  encouraged  commerce  and 
founded  the  first  Danish  colonies,  amongst  them  Greenland. 

His  foreign  policy  was  mainly  dominated  by  the  urge  to  enlarge  his  territories. 
As  a  result  the  king  was  almost  continuously  at  war,  mainly  with  Sweden.  However, 
Christian  IV  is  probably  known  in  European  history  for  his  intervention  in 
the  Thirty  Years  War.  The  Danes  invaded  Germany  in  order  to  help  the 
Protestant  cause,  but  after  initial  successes  they  were  heavily  beaten  by  General 
Tilly  in  1626.  Christian  quickly  formed  an  alliance  with  Gustavus  Adolphus  of 
Sweden  and  was  in  this  way  able  to  conclude  an  honorable  peace  treaty  with  the 
German  emperor  three  years  later.  The  only  price  Denmark  had  to  pay  was  to 
promise  not  to  interfere  any  more  in  German  affairs. 

The  last  years  of  Christian  IV’s  reign  are  noted  for  another  war  with  Sweden. 
The  issue  of  this  conflict  was  disastrous  for  Denmark,  and  Christian  had  to  hand 
over  some  Danish  territories  to  Sweden.  On  the  28th  February,  1648,  the  king 
died  in  Copenhagen  at  the  age  of  71. 

Christian  IV  was  certainly  one  of  the  greatest  rulers  of  Scandinavia.  Thanks  to 
his  ability,  personal  courage  and  his  many  extravagances  he  enjoyed  a  great 
popularity  amongst  his  own  people  during  his  lifetime.  He  is  remembered  in 
numerous  legends  and  songs.  His  second  son,  Frederik,  succeeded  to  the  throne. 

THE  HISTORICAL  SIGNIFICANCE  OF  COINS— 
ILLUSTRATED  BY  THE  COINS  OF  AUGUSTUS.

VI.  Mint  Operation  Under  Augustus. 

In  my  series  on  the  coinage  of  Augustus  I  have  only  considered  the  historical 
aspect,  but  I  would  like  to  conclude  with  some  notes  on  the  coinage  itself. 

Under  Augustus  silver  denarii  had  a  wide  circulation,  not  only  throughout  the 
Roman  World,  but  even  far  beyond  the  frontiers,  as  they  were  a  reliable  unit  of 
exchange,  the  silver  being  more  or  less  pure.  Admittedly,  except  perhaps  in 
Andhras  in  India,  they  were  used  merely  as  bullion,  but  even  so  thousands  of  coins 
poured  into  India,  Germany  and  some  even  into  China  and  Africa.  Pliny  records 
that  India  each  year  absorbed  gold  and  silver  coins  to  the  value  of  no  less  than 
fifty  million  sestertii. 

To  produce  this  volume  of  coinage  efficient  operation  of  the  mints  was  essential. 
As  I  mentioned  in  part  I,  the  control  of  the  mints  was  vested  by  the  Senate  in  a  body 
of  three  men,  the  tresviri  monetales ,  who  were  commissioned  to  produce  all  the  gold, 
silver  and  bronze  coinage  during  the  Republic.  This  body  was  inaugurated  in 
269  B.C.  Branch  mints  in  the  later  Republic  were  opened  in  Gaul,  Spain  and  in  the 
East,  to  supply  the  ever  increasing  demand  for  good  coinage. 

The  control  of  the  mint,  therefore,  was  of  paramount  importance  to  anyone  who 
wished  to  hold  supreme  power  in  the  state.  As  Triumvir  Augustus  took  over  control 
of  the  mints,  and  the  tresviri  monetales  were  subservient  to  him. 
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Augustus  first  issued  his  coins  from  Spanish  and  Eastern  mints,  whilst  the 
Senate  still  continued  to  issue  gold,  silver  and  bronze  from  the  mint  in  Rome. 

These  provincial  mints  were  only  temporary,  serving  to  make  the  output  of  the 
mines  of  immediate  use  to  Augustus,  for  paying  his  officers  and  soldiers  there. 

Previously,  between  19  b.c.  and  12  b.c.  he  made  an  experimental  issue  of  coins 
in  conjunction  with  the  Senate  at  Rome,  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  Rome  and 
Italy.  Unlike  the  products  of  his  provincial  mints,  these  were  for  civilian  use. 

In  12  B.C.  he  reserved  the  right  to  coin  in  gold  and  silver  for  himself,  allowing 
the  Senatorial  mint  to  issue  only  bronze  coins. 

He  also  established  in  12  b.c.  a  new  mint  at  Lugdunum  (Lyons)  in  Gaul,  and 
from  that  time  all  Imperial  gold  and  silver  coins  were  issued  from  there  until  the 
time  of  Caligula,  in  c.  40  a.d. 

His  control  of  the  mints  was  now  complete.  When  he  moved  his  mint  to 
Lugdunum  he  forbade  the  custom  of  moneyers  putting  their  names  on  silver  coins. 
In  4  b.c.  the  practice  was  also  discontinued  on  the  bronze  issues.  . 

ROMAN  COINS  AND  ARCHAEOLOGY.

1.  Archaeological  Method,  etc. 

When  the  average  archaeologist  of  today  is  confronted  with  the  site  of  an 
unexcavated  Roman  Fort,  he  gives  very  little  thought  to  the  potential  crop  of 
ancient  coins  that  may  exist.  He  is  more  concerned  with  the  amount  of  modern 
money,  time  and  labour  at  his  disposal,  and  hopes  he  can  manage  to  make  a  satis¬ 
factory  minor  excavation  before  his  resources  are  exhausted.  If  he  can  afford  to 
make  one  or  two  cutting  through  the  defences  and  determine  the  period  of  con¬ 
struction  and/or  reconstruction,  he  will  think  he  has  done  well.  Any  coins  he  may 
discover,  whatever  the  condition  or  rarity,  are  no  more  than  a  means  of  dating  layers 
of  soil  or  the  foundations  of  buildings  etc.  Moreover,  this  only  applies  if  more  than 
one  or  two  coins  are  found,  otherwise  the  classification  of  potsherds  and  other  finds 
(inscribed  stones,  brooches,  pins  etc.)  are  taken  to  be  a  more  efficient  and  surer 
method  of  dating.  When  a  number  of  coins  are  found,  the  layer  or  foundation  in 
question  is  considered  to  be  rather  older  than  the  latest  coin,  say  10  to  25  years  older. 

In  this  country,  unless  coins  are  found  in  some  form  of  container,  whether  metal 
or  earthenware,  the  action  of  acids  and  water  in  the  soil  play  havoc  with  their 
surfaces.  In  order  to  remove  oxidation,  to  decipher  the  legend  and  thus  learn  the 
period,  the  archaeologist  sometimes  immerses  coins  in  lemon  juice.  The  action 
of  citric  acid  is  slower  and  has  less  general  corrosive  effect  than  even  the  mildest  of 
the  stronger  acids  diluted.  Allowing  a  sufficient  time  for  immersion,  dependant  on 
the  amount  of  corrosion,  it  removes  the  oxide  of  the  metal  with  remarkable  effect 
and  a  minimum  of  damage  to  the  metal  surfaces.  This  process  is  most  successful 
in  the  case  of  copper  and  bronze  coins,  but  may  equally  be  tried  in  cases  of  deep 
oxidation  on  silver  pieces.  In  dry  desert  climates,  such  as  Egypt,  unprotected 
buried  coins  survive  in  a  good  state  of  preservation,  the  action  of  the  sand  sometimes 
providing  a  natural  cleaning  process.  However,  most  collectors,  I  am  sure,  prefer 
to  procure  coins  that  have  been  in  a  more  moist  climate,  but  which  have  been  well 
protected  and  so  have  gently,  but  surely,  acquired  that  beautiful  patina  of  age. 

2.  A  possible  Find-spot  on  Fort  Sites. 

The  author,  being  both  amateur  archaeologist  and  numismatist,  had  the  privilege 
of  inspecting  a  site  in  Breconshire  three  years  ago  which  had  only  recently  been 
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confirmed  as  the  site  of  a  Roman  auxiliary  fort.  Very  little  of  the  original  stonework  is 
now  visible,  and,  unfortunately,  most  of  the  fort  lies  beneath  an  orchard  and  other 
arable  land.  The  numismatic  side  of  myself  being  uppermost  that  day,  I  took  more 
than  a  passing  interest  in  locating  the  position  of  the  headquarters  building  ( principia ), 
where  it  is  possible  to  acquire  the  greatest  number  of  coins  by  excavation. 

The  layout  of  Roman  Forts  usually  follow  a  standard  pattern,  and  the  principia 
is  to  be  found  in  the  central  range  of  buildings,  flanked  by  the  commandant’s  house 
( praetorium )  and  the  granary  ( horreum ).  One  of  the  main  streets  (via  principia) 
passes  along  the  front  of  these  buildings,  each  end  of  the  street  terminating  at  the 
fort’s  two  lateral  gates  (porta  principalis  dextra  and  porta  principalis  sinistra).  The 
principia  is  divided  into  three  parts,  namely: — (i)  an  open  courtyard  surrounded  by 
colonnades ;  (ii)  a  great  crosshall,  and  at  the  rear  (iii),  a  row  of  rooms,  normally  five 
in  number.  Two  of  these  rooms  accommodated  the  staff  of  headquarters  clerks 
(cornicularii)  and  pay  clerks  ( actarii ),  the  two  small  end  rooms  being  used  as  filing 
rooms.  It  is  the  central  room  which  is  of  most  importance  to  us.  This  was  the 
regimental  chapel  ( sacellum ),  in  which  were  kept  the  Emperor’s  image  and  the 
sacred  standards  of  the  regiment,  as  well  as  altars  dedicated  to  Discipline,  the 
Divinity  of  the  Emperor,  and  perhaps  other  deities.  In  2nd  century  forts,  the  chapel 
also  served  as  the  regimental  treasury  and  for  this  purpose  was  equipped  with  a  stone 
built  safe  ( ?  with  trap  door  covering)  sunk  into  the  floor.  This  contained  the  military 
pay  chest  and  also  the  soldier’s  savings  bank,  which  was  administered  by  the  standard 
bearers  (signiferi).  Subsequently,  the  safe  assumed  the  dimensions  of  an  under¬ 
ground  strongroom  (cella)  with  steps  leading  down  to  it. 

If  the  fort,  in  its  last  days  of  existence,  had  been  overwhelmed  by  barbarian 
attack  and  destroyed  by  fire,  it  is  possible  for  the  underground  strongroom  to  have 
collapsed  and  been  buried  by  the  debris  of  the  chapel  above  it,  thus  leaving  all  its 
contents  still  intact  today.  On  the  other  hand,  if  the  fort  was  evacuated  and  then 
fell  into  natural  decay,  or,  if  it  was  systematically  dismantled  by  the  legionaries 
themselves  (as  were  many  forts),  then  very  little  can  be  expected  to  remain. 
However,  even  in  these  last  two  cases,  more  coins  are  expected  to  be  found  here 
than  in  any  other  part  of  the  fort,  save,  perhaps,  the  commandant’s  house  which 
usually  yields  a  good  number. 

Although  any  of  these  theories  could  be  true,  we  should  also  bear  in  mind  that 
impoverished  kings  and  princes  in  medieval  times,  and  other  lesser  known  seekers 
in  later  centuries,  were  in  the  habit  of  augmenting  their  income  by  treasure  hunting 
on  ancient  sites.  Roman  forts  and  towns,  a  thousand  years  old  then,  presented  a 
far  less  ruinous  appearance  than  they  do  today  and  therefore  a  greater  attraction  to 
would-be  fortune  hunters.  Some  of  these  must  have  been  successful  in  their 
efforts. 

The  Breconshire  Fort,  mentioned  above,  had  only  a  section  of  an  interval 
turret  west  of  the  north  gate  standing  above  the  foundations.  This  remnant  was 
itself  incorporated  with  the  garden  walls  of  an  adjoining  farmhouse.  The  fact  that 
it  had  not  been  dismantled  by  the  Romans  themselves  leaves  us  with  the  possibility 
that  some  numismatic  feast  may  yet  remain  for  the  excavator  of  the  future. 

3.  Some  Coin  data  from  Excavated  Sites. 

(a)  The  Roman  Fortress  of  Isca  (modern  Caerleon-on-Usk,  Monmouthshire), 
covering  50  acres,  has  to  date  yielded  over  2,000  coins;  but  the  headquarters  building, 
unfortunately,  lies  partly  covered  by  the  village  church.  Sections  of  the  settlement 
(  ?  colonia)  between  the  fortress  and  the  River  Usk  are  being  excavated  each  year  and 
yield  a  substantial  quota  of  coins. 
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(b)  Chester,  with  its  sister  fortress  of  Deva  (60  acres),  has  only  yielded  about 
600  coins.  There  is,  however,  less  scope  for  excavation  here  than  at  Caerleon,  the 
modern  town  covering  the  greater  part  of  the  site.  The  amphitheatre,  near  the 
S.E.  corner  of  the  fortress,  is  known  to  be  larger  than  the  one  at  Caerleon.  It  still 
awaits  complete  excavation.  The  arena  floor  lies  14  feet  below  the  present  ground 
level  and  so,  like  Caerleon,  will  need  a  great  amount  of  money  to  remove  the  thousands 
of  tons  of  earth  covering  it.  If  and  when  it  becomes  reality,  there  should  be  many 
coins  to  be  shared  by  museums  and  coin  collectors. 

(c)  Venta  Silurum  (modern  Caerwent,  Monmouthshire),  the  cantonal  capital 
of  the  Silures,  covered  44  acres  and  was  the  only  Roman  town  of  any  size  in  Wales. 
After  the  Romans  left,  it  struggled  on  in  a  desultory  fashion  for  centuries.  A  small 
number  of  coins  (15-20)  covers  the  6th  to  the  11th  centuries.  The  fact  that  it 
survived  so  long  and  that  its  walls  and  bastions,  especially  on  the  south,  still  rise  to  a 
height  of  about  20  feet  today,  is  largely  due  to  its  geographical  position  which  was 
beyond  the  limits  of  the  Saxon  invaders.  Its  main  source  of  danger  came  from 
Irish  pirates  who  infested  the  Bristol  Channel. 

(d)  The  tragedy  of  destruction  by  fire  and  sword  in  the  4th  century  is  well 
illustrated  by  excavation  at  Viroconium  (Wroxeter,  Shropshire).  Here,  the  major 
part  of  the  public  baths  had  been  destroyed  earlier,  but  about  370  a.d.  an  old  man 
carrying  his  box  of  coins  and  accompanied  by  two  women  crept  into  the  hvpocaust 
of  the  surviving  western  range  to  die.  They  had  presumably  been  seeking  shelter 
from  some  barbarian  raid. 

(e)  Mute  testimony  to  the  havoc  wreaked  by  Boudicca’s  tribesmen  during  the 
Iceni  revolt  of  61  a.d.  is  a  partially  fused  heap  of  17  bronze  coins  found  in  a  burnt 
layer  at  a  depth  of  15  feet  at  the  head  of  London  Bridge  Approach.  They  consisted 
of  2  coins  of  Agrippa  and  1 5  of  Claudius  and  are  now  in  the  London  Museum. 

(/)  This  section  would  not  be  complete  without  some  mention  of  the  largest 
hoard  of  gold  coins  found  in  Britain. 

This  discovery  was  at  Corstopitum  (Corbridge,  Northumberland)  in  1911, 
when  160  Roman  gold  coins  were  found  in  a  bronze  jug,  the  neck  of  which  was 
stopped  by  2  bronze  coins.  The  coins  ranged  in  date  from  64  to  160  a.d.,  and  were 
found  beneath  the  foundations  of  a  2nd  century  wooden  building.  This  building 
was  one  of  a  street  of  rectangular  type  houses,  inhabited  by  artisans  and  merchants, 
which  then  formed  part  of  the  civilian  settlement  outside  the  west  wall  of  the  fort 
of  that  period.  One  theory  why  the  hoard  was  concealed  and  never  recovered  is 
that  the  whole  site  seemed  to  have  been  redesigned  some  years  after  160  a.d.  by 
the  governor  Calpurnius  Agricola.  Thehouse,  beneath  the  floor  of  which  the  jug 
was  buried,  was  swept  away  in  the  process,  and  its  location  then  became  lost  to  the 
owner.  The  hoard  is  now  kept  together  in  the  Department  of  coins  at  the  British 
Museum. 

Another  hoard  of  gold  coins  was  also  found  in  a  building  north  of  the  granary. 
This  consisted  of  48  coins  ranging  in  date  from  364  to  388  a.d. 

4.  Legionary  Pay, 

Under  Augustus,  a  legionary  received  payment  of  300  sesterces  three  times  a 
year,  but  Domitian  increased  the  yearly  total  to  1200  sesterces  and  made  the  pay¬ 
ments  quarterly.  Each  legionary  also  received  a  lump  sum  in  payment  when  a 
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new  emperor  was  enthroned,  perhaps  to  help  secure  the  loyalty  of  the  army  which 
could,  and  often  did,  make  or  break  an  emperor.  Only  half  the  donative,  however, 
was  given  to  each  soldier,  the  other  half  was  credited  to  him  in  the  form  of  compulsory 
savings. 

An  interesting  papyrus,  which  has  survived  in  Egypt,  may  not  be  an  actual  pay 
chit  but  only  a  clerk’s  record  of  a  man’s  outstanding  credit.  This  statement,  which 
may  interest  many  readers,  is  given  below:

The  80  drachmai,  deducted  for  food  from  each  payment,  was  only  stopped  while 
he  lived  in  the  peace  and  security  of  his  barracks.  In  enemy  territory,  the  deduction 
would  be  greatly  reduced,  for  then  the  army  lived  off  the  land.  The  soldier  in 
question  was  not  a  recruit,  as  shown  by  the  amount  already  saved  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year.  Other  papyri  show  that  not  all  soldiers  were  as  successful  economically 
as  this  one. 

5.  Conclusion. 

I  have  tried  to  show,  in  a  rather  contracted  version,  the  close  link  which  exists 
today  between  numismatics  and  archaeology.  The  former  has  been  practised  for 
centuries,  the  Romans  themselves  collected  Greek  coins.  The  historian  Suetonius 
tells  us  that  at  the  time  of  Saturnalia,  Augustus  gave  away,  as  gifts,  early  coins  of 
the  monarchy  and  contemporary  foreign  pieces. 

Archaeology  developed  as  a  rather  spasmodic  half-science  in  the  early  part  of 
the  last  century,  practised  mainly  by  the  clergy  and  the  medical  profession.  It 
gained  momentum  as  an  art,  until  today  it  is  now  recognised  as  a  modern  scientific 
study,  requiring  not  only  knowledge  but  technical  and  electronic  aids.  It  is, 
perhaps,  more  dependant  on  numismatics  than  the  reverse  case,  but  we  should 
remember  that  numismatics  is  allied  to  written  history  which  archaeology  often 
substantiates  and  sometimes  disproves.  Some  archaeologists  say,  with  tongue  in 
cheek,  that  the  Roman  soldier  was  a  most  obliging  fellow  who  dropped  coins 
profusely  in  the  most  helpful  fashion,  as  if  he  could  foresee  the  difficulties  that  would 
beset  his  descendants  who  would  want  to  know  more  about  him  and  the  age  in 
which  he  lived.

“  I  give  to  my  Grandson  John  Whitlock  ...  a  two  &  twenty  Shillings  piece  of  James  the 
First  and  a  twenty  shillings  piece  of  James  the  first,  a  twenty  shillings  piece  of  Charles  the 
first,  and  a  Common  Wealth  twenty  Shillings  piece.  To  my  Grand-daughter  Sarah  Whitlock 
I  give  all  the  rest  of  my  old  Gold  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  James  the  first,  and  Charles  the  first, 
excepting  three  two  &  twenty  shilling  pieces  of  James  the  first  which  with  all  my  Guineys  I 
give  to  my  Grand  daughters,  Elizabeth,  Hephzibah,  &  Philadelphia  Whitlock  share  &  share 
alike.” — Printed  in  A  Nottinghamshire  Miscellany ,  Thoroton  Society  Record  Series,  Vol.  XXI 
(1961). 

A  “  Salvator  ”  Farthing  unearthed  in  Du  leek.  An  Irish  farthing,  struck  by  Edward 
IV  (1461-83)  was  unearthed  this  week  by  Mr.  Oliver  Shanley  in  the  garden  of  his  parents’ 
home  in  Duleek.  The  obverse  side  of  this  500  year  old  coin  shows  a  bust  of  St.  Patrick  and 
the  word,  patricivs;  the  reverse  has  a  long  cross  with  the  sun  and  rose  alternated  in  the 
angles  and  the  word,  Salvator  .—Drogheda  Independent ,  2nd  June,  1962. 

Treasure  Trove  from  Stainton,  Lines.  Mr.  John  William  Bee,  a  small  farmer  living 
at  Stainton-by-Langworth,  learned  at  an  inquest  conducted  by  Mr.  H.  J.  J.  Griffith,  Coroner 
for  Lincoln  North  district,  on  Tuesday  afternoon,  that  661  silver  coins  mostly  minted  in  the 
reigns  of  Elizabeth  I  and  Charles  I  which  he  had  found  in  one  of  his  fields  were  treasure  trove. 
In  due  course  he  will  receive  the  value  of  the  coins  from  the  British  Museum. 

Mr.  Bee  told  the  Coroner  that  after  he  had  found  a  few  coins  in  a  field  he  went  back  to  the 
farmhouse  and  he  and  his  wife  returned  with  a  bucket.  This  bucket  was  nearly  filled  with 
coins — silver  half-crowns,  shillings  and  sixpences. 

The  coins  were  forwarded  by  Louth  police  to  the  British  Museum,  where  they  were  listed. 
One  coin  was  of  the  reign  of  Edward  VI  and  one  Philip  and  Mary.  Coins  minted  in  the  reign 
of  Elizabeth  I  numbered  228;  those  of  the  reign  of  James  I,  81 ;  and  Charles  I,  336.  There 
were  also  13  coins  of  the  Commonwealth  period. 

“  I  went  into  the  field  with  my  tractor  on  April  19,”  Mr.  Bee  told  the  Coroner.  “  When 
I  was  dragging  soil  away  from  the  ditch  I  pulled  open  the  cab  window  to  see  how  I  was  getting 
on.  I  saw  something  shining  on  the  ground  and  I  thought  it  looked  like  a  fish  scale.  I  got 
out  to  have  a  look  and  when  I  looked  down  I  thought  it  was  coins.”  Then,  said  Mr.  Bee, 
he  saw  some  more  and  he  went  back  to  the  house  for  his  wife  and  they  brought  a  bucket. 
“  I  thought  we  ought  to  take  a  bucket,”  he  said,  “  because  there  were  more  coins  than  would 
go  into  my  pockets.”  They  took  home  500  coins  in  the  bucket,  he  said.  His  wife  washed 
them  and  left  them  to  dry  out.  They  made  two  more  visits  to  the  field  to  look  for  coins,  and 
finally  he  went  to  the  area  with  his  wife  and  son  and  forked  the  area  over.  They  found  several 
more  coins. 

Dr.  John  Philip  Kent,  assistant  keeper  of  the  Department  of  Coins  and  Medals  at  the 
British  Museum,  said  that  the  coins  ranged  in  age  between  about  1551  and  1656.  The  coins 
might  have  been  buried,  he  said,  about  1656.  Dr.  Kent  described  this  as  “  a  typical  kind  of 
hoard,”  and  he  said  there  were  over  40  published  examples  of  silver  and  gold  hoards  being 
laid  up  by  people  in  those  troubled  times.  “  Supposing  the  owner  were  on  the  wrong  side 
at  this  period,”  said  Dr.  Kent,  “  he  might  be  expecting  trouble.” 

Replying  to  the  Coroner,  he  said  it  was  clear  that  this  was  a  hoard  which  had  been  secreted 
and  not  a  case  of  money  being  abandoned.  The  Coroner  remarked  that  it  might  well  be  that 
the  owner  had  come  to  an  untimely  end  and  that  the  coins  had  remained  undiscovered  for 
hundreds  of  years.  It  might  be  a  matter  for  speculation  as  to  whether  there  might  be  any 
connection  with  the  religious  establishment  at  Barlings,  not  so  very  far  away,  but  this  must 
be  pure  conjecture.  The  jury,  with  Mr.  J.  E.  Paul  as  foreman,  decided  unanimously  that  the 
find  was  to  be  regarded  as  treasure  trove,  and  the  Coroner  formally  returned  a  verdict  in 
accordance  with  this  finding. — Lincoln  Chronicle ,  1st  June,  1962. 

South  Africa’s  Gold.  Gold  sovereigns  (two-Rand  pieces)  to  the  value  of  £300,000 
were  minted  at  the  South  African  Mint  today.  The  order  is  for  the  Chamber  of  Mines, 
which  is  sending  the  coins  to  Switzerland,  where  they  will  be  distributed  to  all  parts  of  the 
world.  The  gold  two-Rand  piece  is  now  competing  with  the  gold  coins  of  Switzerland, 
Holland,  Germany,  and  Britain  on  the  world’s  markets,  and  is  expected  to  sell  at  a  small 
premium.  South  Africa’s  reserve  of  foreign  exchange  rose  again  last  week  to  reach  a  total 
of  £191m.  The  ratio  of  the  gold  reserve  to  liabilities  to  the  public  is  84.1  per  cent.—  Times, 
1th  June ,  1962. 

Ancient  Coins  from  Hong  Kong.  Several  hundred  Chinese  coins,  some  dating  back 
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about  1,000  years  to  the  Sun  dynasty,  have  been  unearthed  by  workmen  near  the  Hong  Kong 
village  of  Shek  Ik. 

The  coins  date  back  to  the  tenth  to  thirteenth  centuries.  Twenty  of  them  are  believed 
to  be  more  than  1,200  years  old.  They  cover  the  reigns  of  30  emperors  of  the  Sun  dynasty. 

Made  of  bronze,  they  are  round  with  a  square  hole  in  the  middle.  Despite  having  been 
buried  for  so  long  they  are  still  in  good  condition. — Manchester  Evening  News ,  1th  April ,  1962. 

Defence  of  Mafeking  Medals.  In  some  respects  Mr.  G.  W.  Harris’s  article  in  the  July 
Bulletin  regarding  the  Queen’s  South  Africa  Medal  is  misleading — it  rather  tends  to  give  the 
effect  that  a  number  of  members  of  different  units  were  besieged  in  Mafeking,  this  is  hardly 
the  case,  and  a  reference  to  Mr.  Duncan  Grinnel-Milne’s  Book  “  Baden  Powell  at  Mafeking  ” 
clears  the  matter  considerably. 

In  his  book  Mr.  Grinnel-Milne  states  that  a  number  of  officers  infiltrated  into  Mafeking 
in  the  early  months  of  1899.  These  officers  were  from  various  regiments — Col.  Baden 
Powell  of  the  13th  Hussars  being  the  chief.  Officers  from  the  following  regiments  were 
present  during  the  Defence: — Royal  Horse  Guards,  3;  one  of  whom  was  on  a  shooting 
expedition  with  his  wife  at  the  time :  9th  Lancers,  1 :  Royal  Artillery,  1 :  also  1  ex-officer  who 
was  tried  and  convicted  of  murder  and  1  officer  who  had  held  a  commission  in  the  Glamorgan 
Artillery  Militia.  The  Infantry  was  represented  by  one  officer  from  each  of  the  following 
regiments: — Grenadier  Guards,  Royal  Fusiliers — this  officer  won  the  Victoria  Cross,  Royal 
West  Kents,  Royal  Irish  Rifles  (attached  to  A.S.C.),  Royal  Dublin  Fusiliers,  and  the  Indian 
Staff  Corps.  The  60th  Rifles  had  two  officers  present  and  the  Non-Combatant  Corps 
Officers  were  1  R.A.M.C.  and  1  A.S.C. 

So  far  as  other  ranks  were  concerned — there  was  a  trooper  from  the  Royal  Horse  Guards 
and  a  Warrant  Officer  from  the  A.S.C.  who  was  convicted  of  selling  Government  Stores. 

The  total  force  in  the  Defence  of  Mafeking  was  745  all  ranks,  with  a  support  of  approxi¬ 
mately  450  partly  trained  men  in  the  Town  Guard,  Railway  Volunteers  and  Cape  Boys. 
Amongst  these  troops  were  a  number  who  had  served  in  Her  Majesty’s  Forces — the  Commis¬ 
sioner  was  an  ex  officer  of  the  Royal  Scots,  one  of  the  correspondents  had  been  an  officer 
in  the  4th  Hussars,  in  the  signals  and  guns  were  at  least  3  Royal  Navy  men  and  an  ex  Dragoon 
Guardsman.  The  Town  Guard  was  naturally  a  motley  lot  and  in  addition  to  English,  Scots, 
Welch  and  Irish  there  were  30  loyal  Dutch,  6  Scandinavians  and  6  Germans,  one  of  whom  had 
been  present  at  the  Siege  of  Paris,  and  a  dozen  mixed  Jews,  Arabs  and  Parsees.  Enrolled  in 
the  Town  Guard  were  two  veterans  of  the  Crimea  War  and  a  native  of  Bagdad  who  had  been 
in  the  Turkish  Army  before  Plevna  and  an  old  soldier  who  died  during  the  Siege  of  old  age 
having  originally  enlisted  in  the  British  Army  in  1834. 

With  regard  to  the  Defence  of  Kimberley — in  addition  to  the  Loyal  North  Lancs.  (512) 
the  Diamond  Fields  Advertiser  states  that  the  Royal  Artillery  provided  4  officers  and  90 
other  ranks  to  the  Defence  Force,  the  Royal  Engineers  1  officer  and  50  other  ranks,  the 
Army  Service  Corps  1  officer  and  8  other  ranks.  The  Royal  Army  Medical  Corps  is  not 
credited  with  any  defenders,  but  a  No.  1  Coy.  of  the  Medical  Corps  had  2  officers  and  37 
other  ranks. — W.  A.  Aiorgan. 


PUBLICATIONS  RECEIVED. 

FRIEDBERG,  Robert.  Coins  of  the  British  World.  210  pp.,  profusely  illustrated. 
Cloth,  81"  X  11J".  New  York,  1962.  We  can  supply,  90 /-,  plus  4/-  postage. 

This  book  is  a  companion  volume  to  the  author’s  previously  published  “  Gold  Coins  of 
the  World  ”  and  in  fact  the  section  on  gold  coins  has  simply  been  reprinted  from  that  work. 
The  remainder  of  the  book,  i.e.  the  first  two  parts,  is  a  simplified  catalogue  of  the  silver  and 
copper  coins  of  the  British  Isles  (part  I)  and  the  British  Empire  and  Commonwealth  (part  II). 

Whilst  the  presentation  is  excellent  and  the  illustrations  are  extremely  clear,  the  main 
fault  with  the  book  is  that  the  prices  are  misleading.  One  would  hardly  think,  for  example, 
that  the  humble  half-farthing  of  1844,  which  is  surely  a  common  enough  coin,  could  be  worth 
60/-  even  in  America.  The  Ceylon  nickel  rupee  of  1957  also  seems  expensive  at  85/-. 

Unfortunately  the  faults  of  this  book  do  not  end  there  for,  in  general,  too  little  attention  has 
been  paid  to  comparative  rarity.  It  does  not  necessarily  follow  that  the  higher  denominations 
of  an  issue  are  worth  more  than  the  lower  ones. 

Apart  from  this  aspect,  there  may  be  some  justification  for  what  at  present  seem  to  be 
outrageously  high  prices.  With  the  recent  publication  in  America  of  other  books  on  English 
coins  and  the  increased  interest  in  the  British  Colonial  series,  there  is  every  indication  that 
prices  will  rise  and  in  a  few  years’  time  some  of  the  figures  quoted  may  be  reached  or  even  ex¬ 
ceeded.  It  is  an  interesting  book,  but  should  not  be  taken  too  literally. — L.A.B. 
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Coventry  and  District  Num.  Soc.  Report  of  the 
June  Meeting.  The  speaker  for  the  evening,  George 
Afuller,  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  extremely  interest¬ 
ing  paper  which  he  placed  before  an  audience  whose 
interest  deepened  as  the  story  progressed.  His  paper, 
“  The  Incuse  Coinages  of  the  Greek  City  States  of 
South  Italy,”  covered  a  field  hitherto  unknown  by  the 
majority  of  the  Society’s  members. 

Many  of  these  members,  though  having  a  knowledge 
of  incuse  coinages  and  of  Southern  Italy  had  never 
before  connected  these  wafer-like  pieces  of  metal  with 
the  great  Pythagoras.  One  member  mentioned  that 
all  the  majority  of  numismatists  knew  of  Pythagoras 
was  that  he  had  helped  geometry  students  of  all  ages 
with  the  theorem  of  the  right-angled  triangle. 

Members  listened  enthralled  as  Mr.  Muller,  after 
describing  the  mint-cities  and  their  coins,  put  forward 
a  most  interesting  theory  which  connects  Pythagoras  of 
Samos  not  only  with  these  city  states  of  the  West  but 
with  their  coinages  as  well — and  Pythagoras  was 
likened — with  the  limitations  of  his  time — to  Leonardo 
da  Vinci,  the  master. 

Some  of  the  coins  such  as  those  of  Metapontum, 
Croton  and  Sybaris  were  described  in  detail  and 
admirably  illustrated  with  slides  shown  by  Mrs.  Muller 
who  proved  of  such  great  help  to  the  speaker. 

Members  soon  became  interested  in  the  dolphins  and 
their  riders  and  the  coins  of  Metapontum  with  their  ear 
of  barley  and  the  characters  in  the  field  of  many  of  the 
coins  placed  thereon  in  any  position  for,  as  the  speaker 
said,  “  the  Greeks  abhored  a  vacuum.”  As  Mr. 
Muller  unfolded  his  story  of  Bruttium  and  Lucania,  of 
piracy  on  the  shores  of  Mare  Tyrrhenum  and  through 
the  passage  of  “  Scylla  and  Charybdis,”  of  the  oracle  at 
Delphi,  of  Apollo,  of  the  small  running  figure  on 
Apollo’s  left  arm  on  the  coins  of  Caulonia,  of  the  stag 
and  other  animals,  of  cable  borders  and  “  kava,”  of  the 
tripod  of  Croton,  of  incuse  eagles,  of  the  bull  of  Sybaris 
.  .  .  the  interest  deepened  still  more. 

The  masterly  manner  in  which  Mr.  Muller  ended  his 
talk  with  the  story  of  the  life  of  Pythagoras  put  the  seal 
on  this  paper  as  one  of  the  most  interesting  heard  for 
some  time  by  the  members  of  the  Society. 

West  Midland  Num.  Soc.  At  the  Society’s  March 
meeting  a  talk  was  given  by  D.  Harkness  (Vice-President 
of  British  Association  of  Numismatic  Societies)  on 
“  The  Coinage  of  Edward  I  &  II.”  The  speaker  com¬ 
menced  his  paper  with  a  brief  description  of  the  closing 
years  of  the  long-cross  pennies  of  Henry  III,  which 
remained  in  use  for  the  first  six  years  of  Edward’s  reign. 
However,  in  1279  these  were  called  in  and  a  new  coinage 
issued.  In  many  ways  these  coins  were  far  superior  to 
anything  that  had  gone  before :  a  realistic  portrait  of  the 
king  replaced  the  grotesque  effigy  which  had  character¬ 
ised  the  long-cross  series;  the  lettering  was  plainer  and 
bolder  in  execution,  and,  since  the  activities  of  the  mint 
were  now  the  sole  responsibility  of  the  Master  of  the 
Mint,  the  reverse  inscription  read  simply  “  Civitas 
Cantor  ”  or  whatever  the  mint  city  might  be.  Mr. 
Harkness  explained  that  the  classification  of  this  complex 
series  was  not  an  easy  task;  but  thanks  to  the  researches 
of  The  Fox  Brothers  some  sort  of  dating  and  distinctions 
between  types  was  now  possible.  However  it  was  the 
episcopal  mint  of  Durham  that  provided  the  most 
fruitful  source  of  information.  Anthony  Bek  was  the 
first  bishop  to  place  his  personal  mark  on  the  coins  (a 
cross  moline)  and  the  omission  of  his  badge  in  class  X 
is  explained  by  his  lapse  from  the  royal  favour  in  1302. 

Mr.  Harkness,  who  had  illustrated  his  talk  with 
excellent  diagrams  and  coins  from  his  collection,  was 
thanked  by  the  chairman  who  observed  the  adroit  way 
in  which  the  speaker  had  guided  the  members  through 
this  complicated  series. 

At  the  May  meeting  members  heard  a  short  talk  by 
their  Vice-Chairman  (J.  Bedford)  on  “The  Modern 
English  Coinage.”  In  the  limited  time  available  (due 
to  discussion  of  business  matters)  he  dealt  with  the 
penny  from  the  bronze  issue  of  1860  down  to  the 
present  day.  Placing  great  emphasis  on  the  technical 
aspect  of  this  important  coin  the  speaker  mentioned  the 
products  of  the  Heaton  mint  of  Birmingham,  distin¬ 
guishable  by  a  small  H  below  the  date;  years  when  the 
number  of  pennies  minted  were  comparatively  few — 


1868,  1871,  1878  in  the  Victorian  era,  and  1950  and  51 
in  more  recent  times;  and  also  the  various  die  varieties 
that  can  be  discerned  with  a  good  magnifying  glass  and 
a  little  knowledge.  Unfortunately,  Mr.  Bedford’s 
interesting  talk  had  to  be  curtailed,  but  he  promised  to 
continue  his  subject  at  the  July  meeting.

Yorkshire  Num.  Soc.  At  the  May  meeting  of  the 
Society  G.  Firth  gave  his  paper  entitled  “  The  Coinage 
of  Stephen.”  Mr.  Firth  said  that  owing  to  the  civil 
war  which  followed  a  disputed  succession,  and  subse¬ 
quent  anarchy  with  the  numerous  and  powerful  barons, 
over  1,100  castles  were  built  in  Stephen’s  reign,  with  the 
owners  assuming  the  right  of  issuing  their  own  coinage. 

Thus  the  problems  confronting  the  numismatists 
were  the  most  difficult  since  the  dark  ages  of  600  years 
previous. 

This  is  the  only  reign  in  our  history  wherein  feudal 
money  omitted  the  king’s  bust  and  title.  At  a  time 
when  few  knew  which  was  the  kjng  and  which  the 
pretender,  the  ecclesiastical  issues  of  archbishops, 
bishops  and  abbots  were  distinguished  from  the  regal 
issues  by  a  cross,  crozier  or  ring. 

The  issues  in  this  reign  were  in  many  cases  ill-struck 
and  irregular  in  shape,  but  the  coins  were  but  little 
debased,  and  few  specimens  were  much  under  the 
correct  weight.  The  issues  by  the  bishops  of  Durham 
and  Lincoln,  the  abbots  of  Edmundbury  and  Peter¬ 
borough  were  a  welcome  proof  of  the  purity  of  the 
ecclesiastical  issues. 

Many  of  the  insurgent  coins  from  Nottingham  were 
regal  money  defaced;  in  some  instances  the  king’s  bust 
was  defaced  by  a  cross,  in  others  by  two  vertical  lines. 
Two  very  rare  pennies  were  of  Stephen’s  brother, 
Henry  of  Blois,  Bishop  of  Winchester,  who  twice 
changed  sides  in  the  constitutional  quarrel.  One  of  the 
rarest  coins  was  known  as  the  double  figure  type,  which 
from  the  reverse  would  appear  to  have  been  minted  in 
York.  It  showed  a  male  figure  in  armour  standing 
opposite  a  female,  extending  hands  to  support  a  long 
sceptre  which  was  topped  by  a  fleur  de  lis.  The  figures 
were  now  accepted  to  be  Stephen,  and  his  wife  Matilda 
of  Boulogne,  who  led  an  army  which  secured  Stephen’s 
release  after  capture  by  the  insurgents. 

Stephen  was  a  man  of  weak  disposition,  but  after 
taking  the  crown  he  at  least  moved  fast  in  seizing  the 
vast  treasury  at  Winchester  left  by  his  predecessor 
Henry  I.  The  treasure  comprised  two  and  a  half 
million  silver  pennies  of  the  best  quality,  in  addition  to 
great  quantities  of  gold  and  silver  plate. 

The  problems  posed  by  Stephen’s  reign  said  Mr. 
Firth,  added  considerable  numismatic  interest  to  the 
study  of  this  period  of  transition  in  English  history. 

June  meeting.  Examples  of  every  type  of  ingot 
currency — some  of  which  are  not  even  in  the  British 
Museum — were  exhibited  at  a  lecture  given  by  H.  J. 
Armstrong  to  the  June  meeting. 

The  term  ‘  ingot  currency  ’  covered  uncoined  metals 
in  the  form  of  lumps,  bars,  rings,  necklets  etc.,  which, 
passing  by  weight,  provided  mediums  of  exchange,  from 
the  dawn  of  civilisation  to  the  early  years  of  the  20th 
century.  China  only  finally  abandoned  ingot  currency 
in  1933. 

Wall  paintings  in  ancient  Egyptian  tombs  of  rings  of 
precious  metals  being  weighed  and  stored,  Biblical 
references  from  Genesis  onward  of  Shekels — originally 
the  name  of  a  weight — authenticated  the  antiquity  of 
this  type  of  money.  It  was  the  divisibility  of  metal 
which  was  one  of  the  primary  reasons  for  its  use  in  this 
way. 

The  Russian  word  rouble,  according  to  some 
authorities  came  from  rubit — to  “chop,”  according  to 
others  from  the  use  of  bars  with  deep  notches  (rubli), 
which  facilitated  detachment. 

Ingot  currency  from  many  parts  of  Europe,  Asia 
Africa,  America  and  Australasia  was  described.  As  one 
speaker  to  the  vote  of  thanks  said  later,  Mr.  Armstrong’s 
talk  has  whisked  us  in  imagination  from  the  Near  East, 
Central  Europe,  Russia,  Sweden  to  China,  India, 
Burma,  Siam,  even  to  the  gold  diggings  of  the  Klondyke 
and  Australia.
